| Andrew Pflumm Passes Away 


Believing in “Magic” Words 
of J. Rossman. 





DOCTOR NOT CALLED 


Patient Refused Medical At- 
tendance and Sisters Are 
Broken-Hearted. 





The Coroner will inquire into the death 
of Andrew Pflumm of 1520 Mallinckrodt 
Street Sunday without medical care. 

For five months Phumm was dying of 
some disease, but a physician wag not 
Called. He was treated by J. Rossman 
of 2707 Cass avenue, who calls himself a 
“divine Healer.”’” Rossman guaranteed 
that he would cure Pflumm in ten weeks 
and Pflunim, who was only 19 years old, 
had such faith in him that he refused to 
consult a doctor, even when his sisters 
urged him to do so. 

The grief of the family is made more 
intense now by the belief that if a-doc- 
tor had been cailed in the young man’s 
iife might have been saved. 

Had “Voodoo” Treatnient. 

It was a sort of voodoo treatment 
that was given by Rossman. Pflumm’'s 
sisters had a shallow giass dish, like a 
saucer. They would dip a toothpick im 
honey and write with it upon the inside 
of the dish some words given by Ross- 
man. Then Pflumm would read the 
writing, he would pour hot water or 
coffee into the dish, dissolve the writing 
and drink it. . 

Cine of these ‘“‘sacred’”’ writings, in the 
handwriting of Rossman is in possession 
of the family and will be used as eyvi- 
dence against him. It reads: 

“‘Heal me, God, then I will get healed. 
Help me and you will get helped. Then 
you are mine. Rest.” 

This was written in honey and drunk 
by Pflumm three times a day. And for 
such treatment as this Pflumm and his 
sisters paid Rossmcn $3 a week for five 
months. 
The sign in front of Rossman’s house 
has upon it: ‘‘Prof. J. Rossman, clair- 
voyant, trance medium, magnetic heal- 
er.”’ . , 
Rossman admitted Monday that he 
had no license to practice medicine. 
Does Not Practice. 
“IT don’t practice medicine,’’ he said. 
“I am a divine healer. I cure by the 
laying. on of hands and by prayer. I 
did treat young Pflumm, but I did not 
guarantee a cure. I gave him words of 
divine inspiration to be written in hon- 
ey and drunk while hot. I have been 
told he died. Well, he must have lacked 
faith. He would not have died if his 
faith had been strong enough. I have 
cured many by the same treatment. I 
am treating many patients now by the 
same method.”’ 


Patient Had Faith. 
Pfumm’'s sisters say that their brother 


would not have a doctor, that he be- 
lieved implicitly in Rossman, and even 
upon his deathbed he threatened to get 
up and leave the house if a doctor was 
called in. 

The Coroner will hold an inquest Tues- 
day forenoon. Rossman will be a wit- 
ness and will be forced to tell about his 
tipatment of Pflumm. It is against the 
law to practice medicine in Missouri 
without a license and in this State men 
and women havé been prosecuted for 
permitting persons to die without med!- 
cal treatment when such treatment was 
needed.

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FREE FINDS 
AGAINST DYER 
OR $297,363 


Mrs. Muschaney Wins Point 
in Litigation Over Mc- _ 
Ilvane Estate. 





Judgment against Charles D. Dyer for 
$297,368 was recommended in the Circuit 
Court Monday by O'Neill Ryan, court 
referee. Mr. Dyer is trustee under the 
will of Orville D. Mcllvane, who died in 
...., leaving a large estate. Mrs. John 
D. Muschaney, a daughter of Mr. Mc- 
Ilvane, and her children, were benefic- 
iaries under the will of MclIlivane. 

The will directed that the estate 
should be put into the hands of a 
trustee to manage for their benefit. Mr. 
Dyer was appointed trustee in 1885. 

Some months ago Mrs. Muschaney and 
her children began proceedings in the 
Circult Court complaining of Dyer’s man- 
agement of the estate, and asking that 
judginent be rendered against him and 
that he be removed from the position of 


trustee. 


Judgment Is Recommended. 

Judge Ryan was appointed a referee 
the court to look into the matter in 
April and he made his report Monday to 
Judge McDonald. 

The finding of the referee is that Dyer 
ras handled the moneys of the estate 
as though they were his own and has 
mingled them with his personal accounts 
and with the accounts of his firm, thus 
swelling those accounts. The referee 
finds that there {s $297,368 in income 
from the estate which should have been 
paid to the heirs, but which is unpaid, 
and recommends that judgment for that 
amount be rendered against Dyer.

William E. Georgia and Pariy 
., Are Stranded on Levee 
Near Alton. 





Twelve hours on the Mississippi River 
in a gasoline launch without food or 
drink, part of the time fighting their 
way through underbrush to get within 
shouting distance of a gasoline tank, 


and part of the time drifting helpless- 
ly downstream without either power or 
rudder, these were features of the Sun- 
day adventure of William E. Georgla 
and three companions. They had start- 
ed for Clifton Terrace in the ‘Ben 
Hur.”” The boat had behaved wel] on 
the Northern Lakes, but went wrong in 
the strong river current. 

Mr. Georgia and his companions were 
rescued sometime after midnight from 
a dyke on the Missouri shore opposite 
Alton. The rudder of the boat broke 
two miles north of Alton, and the boat 
drifted downstream. By strategy, Mr. 
Georgia succeeded in throwing the 
launch behind the dyke, and the eddy 
carried it to the Missouri banks. 


Shout Loudly for Help. 

As the boat floated down the river, 
Mr. Georgia and his three fellow sallors 
shouted loudly for help. A light-sleeping 
engineer heard their cries and he 
aroused Capt. W. D. Fluent, who crossed 
the river in his trusty boat, the Cash, 
and towed the disabled boat and her 
shivering crew into the ...ton harbor. 

Mr. Georgia, who is one of the most 
enthusiastic followers of yachting in 
St. Louis, started for his summer home 
in Clifton Terrace at noon Sunday. The 
Ben Hur, a boat which he bought a 
short time ago, had been used in White 
Lake and was thought to be perfectly 
sound. Eddie Trask, Frank Eichler and 
Dan Fisher, clerks in Mr. Georgia's fur- 
niture store, were his companions. 

The boat behaved so badly that all 
its gasoline was consumed, while Al- 
ton was yet two miles to the north. 
Mr. Georgia and one of the boys, got 
out on the Missouri side and made a 
pathway through the dense under- 
brush to a point opposite Alton. 

They were able to make the Alton- 

ites understand that they wanted 
gasoline, and procured 10 gallons and 
went back to the boat. It was not 
until after 10 o’clock when the hun- 
gry crowd got to Alton, but as the 
boat was running smoothly by that 
time they thought they could get to 
Clifton Terrace in a short time. 
Next the rudder broke, and the boat 
was helpless in midstream. It was 
in constant danger of being wrecked, 
as it floated with the current, and 
the entire crowd felt relieved when it 
drifted behind the dyke.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—The fate of 
the Manhattan cocktail trembles in the 
balance. After a sensational trial lasting 
nearly féur months, during which tons 
of evidence was adduced by both sides, 
it has semi-officially been found guilty 
of a base conspiracy against Vice-Presi- 
dent Fairbanks. 

Had the Methodist conference of Co- 
lumbus, Ind., on Friday been magnani- 
mous enough to overlook the unfortu- 
nate cocktail incident and send Vice- 
President Fairbanks to the church con- 
next spring the 
giaesman from the banks of the Wa- 
bash stood a chance of removing that

cumbersome four letters and a hyphen 
from in front of the word President. 
Throughout the contest the battle 
which the Vice-President has fought 
against odds has been watched closely, 
since the opening gun was fired at the 
Fairbanks home in Indianapolis on Me- 
morial day. In the future it won’t be 
necessary to mark ‘“‘May 30” in red ink 
‘on the Fairbanks calendar. He is not 
ikely to forget it. Forty cherry pits 
found in the Fairbanks backyard by a 
town gossip started the rumpus which is 
destined to send the second officer of 
the nation into retirement. 


Depends Upon the Number. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. . 3.—Whether 


the cocktail can longer be regarded as 


an exhilarant depends entirely upon 
how many one has had. No one even 
suspects that Vice-President Fairbanks 
has ever reached that blissful state. 
An olive would have made the Fair- 
‘banks cocktail all right. The mere fact 
that Fairbanks tolerated a cherry shows 
that he is nota tippler. A_ tippler 
would have known better. 


Views of a Distiller. 
FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 30.—The 
Fairbanks cocktail must have been ex- 


hilarating since it is adding to the gay- 
ety of nations. Had it held in sub- 
mergence the salubrious olive instead 
of the gaudy genus prunus, that fruit 
of the emblem of peace might have 
averted the clerical cataclysm of Colum- 
bus, Ind.

its verdict as not only final, but just. 
It the court that decides whether 
or not a play shall live or die, and there 
is no appeal from its decision. And it 
is entirely without prejudice—it pays its 
owh good money to see the play and 
absolute honesty of conviction dictates 
its ruling. 

Nothing delights me more than to find 
myself in thorough accord with this 
public. I know that even Great Shaks- 
peare survives upon our stage only be- 
cause the people like his plays—not be- 
cause critics laud them and declare that 
they meet the requirements of dramatic 
art. All the critics that ever wrote 
couldn't save Shakspeare if the public 
didn’t like him. Nor could, they damn 
him effectively with the public liking 
him—and the conditions that prevail in 
this illustrious instance prevai] straight 
down the line to the obscurest jester 
that ever saw his work set upon the 
vaudeville boards. The voice of the 
people is the voice of the law—and 
wisely so. 

Yet, in telling you frankly that ‘‘For- 
ty-five Minutes From Broadway” bores 
me to my very soul, I plead that it 
isn’t because I am incapable of relishing 
nonsense. I can enjoy it as keenly as 
any person I ever knew, but it must 
impress me as being bright nonsense. 
If it doesn’t, why, then, I must say so, 
because that’s what I’m paid to do, and 
my service becomes absolutely without 
value just the moment I say I like a 
play when I don’t, or I don’t like it 
when I do. 

This is why I take issue now with the 
verdict of approval rendered by the peo- 
ple In favor of '“BPorty-Five Minutes 
rom Broadway.’ To me its fun ap- 
pears forced and artificial. Its star role 
of Just Plain Mary is flabby with fatty 
degeneration of the sense of humor. Its 
leading-comedian role of ‘‘Kid’’ Burns 
is that of a soubrette in breeches, de- 
spite its four-card bluff at being 
Broadway-Bowery ‘“sport’”’ and master 
of slang. Its other people are exag- 
gerated lay-figures of the most conven- 
tional ‘‘fun-making’’ pattern, in two 
instances the ravages of disease being 
utilized to produce ‘‘comedy’’ in phys- 
ical aspect. Its story is a carelessly 
thrown-together mingling of melodrama 
and musical comedy, and, in the second 
act, there's an amazing series of repeti- 
tions of one incident—the indignant 
flight of the mother and daughter Dean 
from the Tom Bennett dinner—that 
should really be done to the accompani- 
ment of “the tune the old cow died on."’ 
This, remember, is the way the thing 
strikes me—I seem to be alone in receiv- 
ing such an impression, judging from 
the popular reception of this George M. 
Cohan play. 

And T record my individual impression 
in humility of spirit, not with fatuous 
complacency that, for once, I cannot 
like a play the people like. The critic 
who sets himself above the people in 
judgments critical is a good deal of an 
ass.

“Soft coal prices are higher than at 
this time last yvear.

“The only reasons which I have heard 
for the advance are that mining ma- 
terials have increased in price, cars 
have been scarce and the cost of labor 
has been higher. 

“The prices of coal in this market 
are purely arbitrary. The Philadelphia 
and Reading Co. controls the hard coal 
and the Illinots mine owners fix the 
price of soft.

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URGED FOR TRUST 
LAW VIOLATORS 


Assistant Attorney-General 
Lightfoot of Texas Would 
Prevent Reorganization. 








Removal of Railroad Cases to 
Federal Courts Will.Be _ 
Opposed. 





Assistant Attorney-General J. P. 
Lightfoot of Texas, in the principal ad- 
dress made at the opening session of the 
convention of attorneys-general at the 
Southern Hotel Monday morning, sub- 
mitted a number of recommendations as 
to changes in State and Federal laws 
designed to curb trusts and monopolies. 

lie recommended that every State 
adopt a statute providing for the impris- 
onment for from two to ten years of 
every officer, director or agent of a cor- 
poration convicted of having knowledge 
of any illegal transaction by the corpor- 
ation. 

Would Refuse Use of Malls. 

He recommended also legislation pro- 
viding that: 

Any trust or monopoly convicted of an 
unlawful act be thereafter forbidden the 
use of the United States mails. 

Any trust or monopoly dissolved by 
the courts be not permitted to reorgan- 
ize in some other form. 

Penalties against corporations for vio- 
lations of law be made from $2000 to 
$5000 for each day during the continu- 
ance of the illegal conduct. 

All contracts, agreements and under- 
standings to which a trust or monopoly 
is a party be null and void. 


Are Not Too Drastic, 


Mr. Lightfoot, commenting on his rec- 
ommendations, said he does not con- 
sider them too drastic. 

“Laws could not be made too drastic 
in prohibiting the doing of unlawful 
acts,’’ he said. 

Mr. Lightfoot specified a number of 
companies which he declared were 
trusts and monopolies and should be 
dissolved. 

The speaker declared that practically 
every industry in the country is affili- 
ated in some way with the trusts or 
monopolies, but that thousands of busi- 
ness men would welcome a change from 
their present alllances. 


Revolution Predicted. 


The Texas man further declared that 
the trusts are grinding down the poorer 
classes and that, unless they are curbed 
by law, this will lead to revolution. 

Mr. Lightfoot’s speech was liberally 
applauded. 

Attorney-General F. S. Jackson .- of 
Kansas was the next speaker. He agreed 
with Mr. Lightfoot on many points, but 
was not sure he could indorse a State- 
ment the former had made that each 
State should enjoin the operation of 
trusts and monopolies within its ter- 
ritory. He gaid he doubted if the Su- 


preme Court of Kansas co. . do this. 
Attorney-General Hadley of Missouri 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday 
morning fhat the convention of attor- 
neys-general would in all probability 
take some action looking to a concerted 
defense by all the states which have 
adopted 2-cent fare laws against the ef- 
forts of the railroads to defeat these 
measures. 

Mr. Hadley further said that, In his 
opinion, the convention will decide to 
test the railroads’ right to take the case 
in any State, involving the the validity 





of a 2-cent fare law in that State, into 
the Federal courts by appealing at once 
to the United States Supreme Court.

Meantime, the Gov- 
ernment representatives are going over 
such books as the Standard has placed 
at their disposal and otherwise pre- 
paring for a resumption of the case. 

The statement was made today that 
some new evidence regarding the Gov- 
ernment’s contention that the present 
company is really a reorganization of 
the old trust has been discovered. It 
had been believed that it would be nec- 
essary to call to the stand Henry M. 
Flagler, secretary of the oid Board of 
Liquidation trustees, to clear up the 
point, but it is said that such a course, 
in view of the new evidence, will not be 
pursued. 

Ferriss to Have Assistant, 

Another examiner, it is announced, 
will be appointed in a few days by the 
Missouri court to sit -with Examiner 
Ferriss in the taking of testimony 
against the New Jersey corporation. 
The duties ef this additional examiner 
will be to listen to testimony relating 
only to railroad rates on oil and re- 
hates, which are alleged to have been 
granted to the Standard during its fight 
against independent oii corporations. 
Two ‘examiners will sit together at 
every session of the hearings after the 
question of rates and rebates is taken

Immediate- 
ly after the decree was granted a: mes- 
senger employed by McKee paid the nec- 
essary charges which should have been 
paid by Mrs. Mchee, but which mad2 
the divorce final. This messenger hur- 
ried to New York with a copy of the 
decree, and next day McKee married 
the beautiful Mrs. TeVis, who also now 
is about to sue for divorce. 


Evidence in Former Sulit. 


The testimony in the first Mrs. Mc- 
Kee’s divorce suit was taken before a 
master, but the following evidence of 
Mrs. McKee is transcribed on the court 
records, a copy of which has been pro- 
cured by the French attorneys: 

“After our wedding we went abroad, 
and my husband's neglect began soo: 
after we reached Europe, while we were 
on our honeymoon. Once, in Monte 
Carlo, in January, 1903, I became ill 
at the Hotel Metropole. A servant final- 
ly summoned a physician, and Mr Mc- 
Kee was not found until midnight. Dur- 
ing our trip abroad I saw Mr McKee 
but a few minutes each day. 

“When my second child was born 
Feb. 2, 1902, my husband had the doors 
between the room occupled by myself? 
and the nurse and his own room fre- 
moved. Then he placed mirrors in such 
a position that he could watch every 
movement made by the nurse as she 
attended myself and the baby. 


‘Mr. McKee continually threatened to 
take my children away from me. He 
declared he would spend a million dol- 
lars to do so, by fair means or foul. 
When I begged him to be tolerant he 
said he would do as he —— pleased and 
that no man on God's earth could con- 
trol him. Once when I met him on the 
street and bowed he refused to recog- 
nize me. Once, too, he struck me on 
the arm, knocking a cup and saucer 
from my hand. 

He Called Her a Viper. 


‘Mr. McKee did everything possible 
to humiliate me. He abused me in the 
pregence of other people and called me 
a cur, ‘swipe’ and a viper. He said his 
mother would break my neck. He 
threatened to make me cringe and shook 
his finger under my nose. He said he 
would make the house too hot for me 
and would make the place ring with re- 
ports of me. He kept two loaded re- 
volvers under his pillow all the time and 
once threw one of them across my body 
while I was lying in bed. Once, when 
I was in the‘bathroom and refused to 
unlock the door when he demanded 
that I should do so, he picked up a 
rocking chair and battered the door 
down. 

“Frequently he. breught other women 
to our home. When I remonstrated 
with him for doling such a terrible thing 
he told me that if I did not like it J 
could get out, and that the women 
would come and go as they wished. 
Frequently he threatened to take my 
jewels from me, and a few months be- 
fore our separation he cut off my per- 
allowance and household allow- 





sonal 
ance.”’ 
Were Poorly Clothed. 

The only other witnesses were Dr. 
Sutton, her father, and Elizabeth Foster, 
Mrs. McKee’s maid. The maid told of 
having heard McKee declare that any 
man could keep Mrs. McKee for all he 
cared. Dr. Sutton testified that when 
his daughter returned home after her 
final separation from McKee neither 
she nor her children were properly 
clothed, and that they looked as though 
they had been starved. 

“If ane had not left McKce.”" Dr. Sut- 
ton testified, “It would have heen 
either the lunatic asylum or suicide for 
her.’ Dr. Sutton was In his daughter's 
house but once.

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RESPONSIBILITY OF THE MARKETMAN. 

If retail dealers in foodstuffs are so helpless 
in the matter of protecting their customers 
against extortionate prices as they say they 
are, the blame rests largely with themselves. 

Before the days of combinations retail butch- 
ers and grocers had resources of their own. 
Some of them were more independent than 
others, of course, but nearly all of them were 
in some respect wholesalers as well as retailers 
and drew many of their supplies from sources 
controlled by themselves. 

When the gre#* combines appeared the re- 
tailer found profit <¢4 personal comfort in the 
service which they rendered. He was relieved 
of work and responsibility, and financially they 
made it to his interest toa deal with them. It 
was not until the butchers and grocers had done 
away with ail of their minor sources of supply 
that the exactions of the trusts began. 

The retailers of foodstuffs are now merely 
selling agents for the combines. In most things 
they are subordinates. They must buy at head- 
quarters or go without. Prices which are ad- 
vanced as to them must be passed along to con- 
sumers. The retailer thus becomes a collection 
agent for monopoly. Oppressed by the trusts, 
he must oppress his customers or go out of busi- 
ness. 7 
The marketman tells some truth when he ex- 
plains high prices, but he neglects to say that 
he is responsible to a large extent for the crea- 
tion of the food trusts. He was wheedled out 
of his own slaughter house, or his own bakery, 
or his own farm or garden, and induced by 
promises of gain and ease to ally himself with 
the combinations. In that way he prepared the 
ground for monopoly. 

Now monopoly uses him at will to collect 
tribute from the whole body of the people. 
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With the armory assured and the naval militia 
lacking only a new warship, we are nearly in 
shape for the next great unnecessary war. 
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RAINBOWS FOR THE POCKETBOOK, 

A King of England who had to consider the 
question of tainted wealth said that all money 
smelled the same to him. 

To most people in the United States all bank 
and treasury notes look alike, for, with the ex- 
ception of gold notes, they are green of back and 
highly ornamental and full of figures as to their 
faces. 

It appears that some bankers are in favor of 
making $1 bills of slate color, twos of brown, 
fives of green, tens of blue, twenties of yellow, 
fifties of pink and one hundreds of white. ‘A 
resolution to this effect is pending before the 
American Bankers’ Association. 

Interposing at once the objection that varie- 
gated bills of this description would instantly de- 
stroy the American colloquialism, “long green,” a 
more important criticism is to be found in the fact 
that under such a system there is no telling what 
complications may grow out of the demands of 
fashion and taste. 

There are women who will not use 2-cent pos- 
tuge stamps because their color does not har- 
monize with their stationery. With a choice of 
money of varying hues similar to that which is 
provided by the several colors in use on postage 
stamps, women are likely to make trouble for 
themselves and other people also by becoming al- 
together too particular as to the tint of the bills 
which they will carry. ‘ 

Green is a very satisfactory color for trees, for 
grass and for money. If we are to have pink 
money and blue money, it will not be long before 
there will be lilac money and purple money and 
scarlet money. Under such circumstances a 
bank will look like a flower garden and a man 
with a comfortable roll will have a rainbow in his 
pocket. 

We would advise the Treasury Department to 
resist all temptations to go into the colored sup- 
plement business. 
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“We have spent some money on‘ both the 
Mississippi and the Missouri rivers,” said Secre- 
tary Root. And the result indicated that care 
had been taken to spend it in a manner war- 
ranted not to menace the _ railroads, whose 
Washington lobby winked at the appropriations.

Natura! Gas for St, Louis? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

The Post-Dispatch is making a courageous fight 
for the reduction of the price of gas consumed in St. 
Louis and ought to win. The true remedy, it seems 
to me. is to secure the admission of natural gas into 
St. Louis. With the admission of that portion of 
the new State of Oklahoma, Known as the Indian 
Territory, into the Union as a part of that State, it 
would seem a remedy would be at hand affording 
some relief from the merciless exactions of the La- 
clede Gas Co. There will then be a bountiful supply 
within reach to draw from. Of course the relief will 
be entirely dependent upon the will of the majority 
of each branch of, the Municipal Assembly and the 
Mayor of the city. Without permission from the 
properly constituted authorities of the city to lay 
pipes and convey natural gas under the streets, intv 
the city, no company could do so. The northern part 
of the Indian Territory, lying immediately south of 
Montgomery County, Kan., and-in the vicinity of 
Caney, is an immense natural gas field. So long as 
the general Government contrdls the situation in the 
Indian Territory, natural gas Cannot be piped into 
and consumed in another State, but with the admis- 
sion of Oklahoma into the Union, as a sovereign 
State, that condition of affairs will cease to exist. 
The writer visited two wells in the section referred 
to recently, capable of producing 164,000,000 cubic per 
day! They were capped, but ready to be turned 
loose when the law permits. Kansas City, Joplin and 
a number of smaller towns in the western side of 
Missouri have an abundance of natural gas for il- 
luminating and heating purposes, costing the people, 
I believe, not more than 3 cents per thousand cubic 
feet. Not very much natural gas has as yet been 
found in or near the oil fields of Illinois, as might 
reasonably be expected, as the two products are 
usually closely associated. It is, however, entirely 
within the Hmits of probability, in the opinion of 
the best-informed experts, who have visited Jackson, 
Perry and other Illinois counties, southeast of St. 
Louis and north of that part of the Ozark uplift ex- 
tending across the State, from near Grand Tower to 
Shawneetown, that a great gas field may be opened 
up down there in the near future, Should this proph- 
ecy prove true it would revolutionize the fuel ques- 
tion for Southern Illinois, and St. Louis as well, pro- 
yided St. Louis chose to secure a Share in the result- 
ing benefits. Whether 4 natural gas company using 
Indian Territory or [liinois gas could secure a fran- 
ehise for St. Louis I do not express an opinion. The 
Laclede Gas Co. could acquire natural gas wells if it 
chose to do so and I presume under its charter would 
have the right to substitute its poor artificially made 
gas for the far better natural gas if it saw fit. I 
think the only feasible hope St. Louis has for partia! 
freedom lies in the development and use of the natu- 
ral gas fields near her borders, if such there be; and 
if there be none, then on those in the Indian Terri- 
more remote &Nd necessarily a trifle: more ¢x- 
pensive. At 3% cents per thousand everybody wouid 
use natural was. YOu would have a clean, smoke- 
jess city, and if the Laclede Gas Co, would furnish 
it, unless entirely siven Over to avarice, could make 
satisfactory profit®. At Caney, Kan., the factoric: 
can get all the natural gas they want delivered under 
their boilers for 2 cents per thousand cubic feet,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—There 
longer remains a shadow of doubt that 
President Roosevelt and London’s Bish- 
op met upon thé White House tennis 
court on Friday and fought it out—man 
to man-—to a finish. 


Mr. Loeb himself admits the truth of 
this, and the 24 hours habitually taken 
by the President to cecide whether such 
admissions shall stand or Loeb recant 
and call himself names have passed in 
silence. 

Slowly a few facts are escaping. 
Three sets of tennis were played and in 
each set the Lord Bishop had a differ- 
ent partner. 

First he played with Secretary Gar- 
field, next with Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cooley and at last with the Presi- 
dent. 

Silas McBee, editor of the Churchman, 
was advanced to a high perch in the ladc- 
Ger of fame by being the only living 
close-range spectator of the struggle. 
Half a dozen newspaper men On the 
roof of a building just across the, street 
from the White House tennis courts en- 
joyed a long-distance view. It enabicd 
them, however, to corral these facts. 

The President looked high in flesh and 
rather loggy in action. His handling of 
the racquet was strenuous and skill- 
ful.

Bishop Outplayed Him. 

All the opera glass critics agree that 
the Lord Bishop—lean as a greyhound 
and as active as a kitten—clearly out- 
Played the distinguished antagonist. He 
was full of wiles that one would hardly 
expect in so noted a churchman and 
puzzled the President with 57 varieties of 
drives and cuts. 

All this is emphatically denied, how- 
ever, by the administration rooters, who 
insist that the Lord Bishop was pie for 
the President. 

As viewed from the roof across the 
street this version is misleading. The 
Lerd Bishop arrayed in light flannel 
trousers, soft shirt, with turndown col- 
lar and dark brown tennis shoes, played 
fast and furious. He grips his racquet 
near the top of the handle while the 
President clutches his near fre base 

The Lord Bishop's favorite stroke is 
an under-hand downward cut which 
sends the ball curving to the teft when 
it hits the court and rebounds with'a 
curve to the right. It was a puzzler for 
the President, who swatted vainly time 
and time again at the elusive ball. 

The Bishop was likewise strong in 
long drives from the back of the court. 
Both of the champions were Chester- 
fieldian as to manners. When the Pres- 
ident scored, the Bishop would shout: 
“Jolly good.” 

When the Bishop turned a trick the 
President would yell: “That's bul'y."’ 
Other Players “Kasy.” 

Measrs. Garficld and Cooley, the part- 
ners of the President and the Bishop, 
were ‘overshadowed and almost forgot- 
ten. They were not even invited to the 
luncheon that followed the great match. 
Saturday, however, they were both 
guests at the White House dinner in 





honor of the Bishop. The others pres- 
ent were Silas McBee of the Church- 
man and the Rev. Dr. Brent. 

Before the dinner the Bishop demon- 
strated his skill in still another depart- 
ment of athletics. Accompanied by 
Fresident Roosevelt he .was_ driven 
through a heavy downpour of rain to 
the Chevy Chase Club, seven miles out 
of Washington, for a game of golf. 

Then, with Mr. McBee for a partner, 
the Bishop played hole after hole 
against Secretary Garfield and Assistant 
Attorney-General Cooley. Thorougnly 
soaked, they at last abandoned the 
game. 

But still in doubt is the vital ques- 
tion: Did President Roosevelt wailop 
the Lord Bishop, or did England’s pre- 
late trounce our hitherto’ invincible 
Chief Executive? 

Countless rumors have been proved 
worthless by careful investigation. For 
example, the widely circulated report 
that one of the presidential suspender 
buttons, torn from its fastening by the 
strain of combat, smote the Lord Bishop 
under the left ear, raising a painful 
lump, is without foundation. Equally 
unworthy of credence is the current ru- 
mor that at one stage of the game ven- 
turesome listeners at knotholes in the 
White House fence heard the startling 
words: ‘““My word! Hi wonder who told 
‘im ‘e could ply.”

“There are 16 clubs in the two big 
leagues,’’ said Mr. Pulliam, ‘‘and these 
clubs have added in the neighborhood of 
two hundred players to their reserve 
lists since they began purchasing men 
early in August. That means an av- 
erage of more than a dozen to a team. 
Of these men, it is likely that not more 
than thirty will make goou—and the 
majority of them must be paid for fust 
the same. 

“While I haven't the exact figures at 
hand; I know that more than $200,000 
have been paid by the two big leagues 
for minor league players this fall, Those 
figures will be greatly increased in cases

a cloak for the ‘‘dope”’ selling business. 

The only indication of real estate busi- 
ness about the place is a sign on the 
door. 

From this ‘real estate’’ office, on the 
second floor of a building on a business 
atreet of the West Side, the trafficker 
in drugs carries on a flourishing busi- 
ness. He selis to all who ‘know 
enough” to ask in the “right way.” 

The right way is said to be a sort of 
password, which varies from time to 
time, but which the “initiates” manage 
always to learn from mysterious sources. 

Evidence sufficient to sustain the 
charge of illegal selling of the harmful 
drugs is in possession of the authorities, 
and they have decided to raid the place 
in the near future. . 

In keeping with the general scheme of 
subterfuge and deception is the plan in 
vogue for the making of the sales. A 
force of clerks with heavy black masks 
is ranged at windows in the inner cham- 
bers. 

When the prospective customer has 
succeded in giving the password that 
gains him admission ‘he is told by one of 
the disguised clerks to “‘step up to the 
window.” He is then asked what kind 
of drug he wants and the quantity, and 
after he has laid down his money it is 
seized by one of the masked clerks, who 
at the same time shoves out the desired 
‘‘dope.”’ 

Emboldened by the apparent success of 
his scheme, the “real estate’’ man has 
sent out his “‘runners”’ of late among the 
denizens of the west side levees and 
slums. In this way a large retail trade 
is being bullt up. 

Only at rare intervals, howeyer does 
the real owner show up at the rooms.

Famous Pratt Collection is Offered for Sale and 
Many Institutions Strive to Secure Match- 
less Collection.

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 28.—Denver and 
the State of Colorado are likely to lose 
one of the finest ~-ivate collections of 
ore specimens, crystals, fossil: and old 
coins extant through negotiations now 
on foot with several universities cf the 
country and the owners of the collec- 
tion, Drs. ‘Perry Pratt and P. P. Pratt. 

President O. J. Craig of the Univer- 
sity of Montana has ordered a represen- 
tative to visit Denver to consider the 
advisability of securing the collection 
for the State of Montana, and an emis- 
sary from Columbia Cellege, New York, 
has been sent by the president, Nicho- 
las Butler, with a view to the purchase 
of the collection. 

Many Colleges Interested, 

The Johns Hopkins University and the 
Agricultural College at Champaign, IIL, 
are also considering the possibility of 
procuring the speciments for their own 
exclusive possession.

work of Mary Kimball Pratt, wife of 
Dr. Perry Pratt Sr., who, at her death | 
nine years ago, bequeathed it to her} 
husband and son.

Rhine Aeronautic Society and a member 
of the Sport Committee of the German 
Aeronautic Union. 

Erbsloeh won the international race 
from Brussels, Sept. 15.. He traveled 620 
miles, which is 218 miles further than 
Lieut. Lahm satied.when he won the 
international Lahm cup. Erbsloch’s bal- 
loon is the Pommern. 

Meckel will pilot the Posen. Col. H. 
W. L. Moedebeck and Capt. A. Hilde- 
brandt will accompany the trio as 
coaches. All have been closely identi- 
fied with German aeronautics, and they 
are confident of establishing some ree- 
ords from St. Louis.
